A.slde from tlic fact that tiie combined cf- 
Jorts of Ducks IJnllmllcd, the Geological Sur- 
vey and lljc Izaak Walton league have made 
wild ducks more plenlltui than at any time 
m recent history, and tlic season Ju.si closed 
one of the mo.st .successful as a result, there 
,Js one federal regiilutlon that could be modi- 
fled to' Bood advantage, particularly when 
a meat shortage Is Imminent. .• 
Dally'bag limit on wild ducka Is 10 and no 
hunter la allowed to have more than 20 In 
his po.sscsslon at one time. That reRuIntlon 
Is both liberal and logical. 

But there In a further provision that no 
one shall have migratory fowl In his po.sses- 
/ilon over 30 days after the fieason closes. The 
intent of this rcRulatlon Is obvious. It dis- 
courages illegal shooting because pos-scssion 
of ducks after that deadline amoimts to proof 
of violation. 

The aveniRC hunter wlio has been eating 
ducks al! through the season, however, sel- 
dom has the appetite for 20 more ducks dur- 
ing the 30 days he Is allowed to have them In 
his po,ssesslon. If he keeps them Indefinitely, 
they would be a periodic delicacy throughout 
the winter, but under the circumstances he 
must dispose of them when the deadline ar- 
rives. 

In this country where there is such a high 
percentage of hunters, where so much wild 
game li consumed, and where cold fitorage 
facilities arc utilized extensively as a result 
there seems no logical reason for destroying 
game that has not been eaten within the 30 
days — g(ime that was taken legally during 
the open ueason. 

To answer the purpose of this federal regu- 
lation, wildfowl could be Ugged or stamped 
with an o/flclBl seal at the time of being 
placed In cold storage. With no stamps or 
seals available after closo of the season, this 
method would even serve to discourage the 
possibility of Illegal shooting durlag the ptes' 
cnt 30-{Jay period of grace. 
. Now, of all time, "sportsmen should be al- 
lowed to make their game go as far as pos'
